The chan asked 
Mr. Lounsberry to

ceptable than with Southern Dakota. He 
referred to the treat difficulty experienced 
in reaching the capital of the territory, 
requiring a trip via St Paul and Sioux 
City, three days time and a thousand 
miles'travel. "lie referred to the ' large 
unsettled tract of country, covered laige- 
ly by Indian and military reservations, 
lying between the sections, and called at- 
tention to the fact thai there arc no waj;- 
on roads, even, connecting the two sec- 
tions, excepting an Indian and military 
trail leading down the Missouri river, 
and no commerce between the two sec 
tions excepting comparatively litllc pass- 
ing up aud down lhat river.

_ The rapid extension of the railroad sytem of 
the Miisonri and Mississippi riven, and the 
great tide of emigration which has flowed in 
on new territory has imposed bn the military 
an entirely new change of policy. The estab- 
lishment of posts along wagon roads and roads 
frequently traveled is no longer necessary. 


Permanent quarters at pointa selected of a 


more substantial character than those hereto- 
fore constructed will be required. Under'ex- 
isting laws permanent buildings cannot be 
erected without the sanction of Congress, and 
when sales of military sites and buildings have 
been authorized tbe moneya~reoeived have 
reverted te the treasury and^" tonld only 
become available through a new appropriation. 
It is recommended that provisions be made by 
a general statute for tbe sale of such aban- 
doned military posts and buildings aa are 
found to be unnecessary, and for the applica- 
tion of the proceeds to the construction of 
other posts. While many of the present posts 
are of bnt slight value for military purposes, 
owing to the changed conditions of the conn- 
try, their occupation is continued at great ex- 
pense and inconvenience because they affoid 
the only available shelter for tbe troops. 


ABSENT OFFICERS. 


The absence pf a Urge number of officers of 


the line in active duty from their regiments 
ia a serious detriment to tbe maintenance of 
the service. The constant demand for small 
detachments, each of which should be com- 
manded by a commissioned officer, and the 
various details of officer* for necessary service 
away from their commands, occasions a scarc- 
ity in the number required for company duty. 
With a view to lessening this drain to some 
extent, it IB recommended that the law author- 
izing the detail of officers from the active list 
as professors of tactics and military science at 
certain colleges and universities, be so amend- 
ed as to provide that all such details be made 
from the retired list of the army. 


THE MmriA. 


Attontion is asked to the necessity of pro- 


viding by legislation for organizing, arming, 
and disciplining the active militia of the coun- 
try, and liberal appropriations are recom- 
mended in this behalf. The reports of the ad- 
jutant general of the army and the ohief of 
ordnance touching this subject fully set forth 
its importance. 


ABMY 8OHOOM. 


The report of the officers in charge of educa- 


tion in the army shows that there are seventy- 
eight schools now in operation in the army, 
with an aggregate attendance of 2,805 enlisted 
men and children. The secretary recommend* 
the enlistment of 150 school masters, with the 
rani and pay ef commissary sergeants. 


JUDGE ADVOCATES. 


An appropriation ia needed to supply the 


judge advocate of the army with suitable li-" 
orartes, and the secretary recommends that' 
the corps of judge advocates be placed upon 
the same footing as to promotion with the oth- 
er staff corps of the army. 
Under existing 


laws the bureau of military justice consisto of 
AMi officer the judge advocate general and tho 
corps of Judge advocates, of eight officers of 
f^-7 *??£' maJ°rs'w,it'> a provision that the 
limit of the corps shall remain at four, when 
reduced by casualty or resignation to that 
number. The consolidation of the bureau of 
military justice and the corps of judge advo- 
cates upon the same basis with the crther 
staff corps of the army would remove an un- 
just discrimination against deserving officers 
and subserve the best interests of the service 


NATIONAL DEFENSES, 


Especial attention is asked to the report of 


the chief of engineers npon the condition of 
our national defenses. From a personal in- 
spection of many of the fortifications referred 
to, the secretary is able to emphasize the rec- 
ommendations made and to state that their in- 
complete and defenseless condition is discred- 
itable to the oountry. WliUo otner nations 
have been increasing their means for carrying 
on offensive warfare and attacking maritime cit- 
ies, we have been dormant in preparing for de- 
fense. Nothing of importance ha£ been done 
towarasjtrengthening 
and 
finishing 
onr 


caaemated works since our late civil war, dnr- 
ing which the great guns of modern warfare 
and heavy armed fortifications came into use 
among nations, and onr earthworks, left bv 
the sudden failure of appropriations, several 
yearssince, in all stages of incompletion are 
now being rapidly destroyed by the elements 


BlVEBS AND HAREOBS. 


The two gren rivers of the North American 


continent, the Mississippi and Columbia, have 
their navigable waters wholly within the 
limits of the United States and are of vast 
importance to our internal and foreign com- 
wT'»*i. 
Pfmananeyof the important 
work at the south pass of the Misssssippi river 
Deems to be assured. 
There has been no fail- 


ure whatever m tbe maintenance of the maxi- 
mum channel during the six months ending 
august 9th, last. The experiment baa opened 
abroad, deep highway to the ocean and is an 
improvement upon the permanent success of 
which congratulations may be exchanged 
among people abroad and at home, and espe- 
cially among the communities of the Mississip- 
pi valley, whose commercial exchanges float in 
an unobstructed channel safely to and from

GEN. GRANT. 


I I commend to the attention of O ingress the 
great services of the commander-in- ohief ot our 
armies during the war, whose wiso, firm and 
patriotic conduct did BO much to bring that 
momentous conflict to a close. The legisla- 
tion of the United States contains many pre- 
|cedents for the recognition of di itingnished 
military merit, authorizing rank i nd emolu- 
ments to be conferred for eminent services to 
the country. An act of Congress authorizing 
the appointment of a captain general of the 
army, with suitable provisions relating to com- 
pensation, retirement and other detail*, would 
in my judgment, be altogether fitting and 
proper, and would be warmly approved bv the 
country.

The means available for this im- 
portant object have been very inadequate. 
A few additional boardin / schools at Indian 
agencies have been e-rtablished, and the erec- 
tion of buddings has been begun for several 
more but an increase of the appropriations 
for this interesting undertaking is ereatlv 
needed to accommodate the large number of 
Indian children of school age. The number 
offered by their parents from all parts of the 
country for education in the 
government 


schools is much larger than can be Bccommo-

available for that purpose. The number of In- 
dian pupils at the normal school at Hampton 
Va., under the direction of General Armstrong' 
has been considerably increased and their prol 
gresa is higbJv encouraging. 
The Indian 


school established by the interior department 
in 1879, at Carlisle, Penn., under the direction 
of Capt. Pratt, has been equally successful. 
It baa now nearly 200 pupils of both sexes. 
representing a great variety of the tribe 
east of the Kooky Moantains. The pupils in 
both these institutions receive not only an ele- 
mentary English education, but are also in- 
structed in house work, agriculture and useful 
mechanical pursuits. A similar school was 
established this year at Forest Grove, Oregon, 
for tbe education of Indian youths on the Pa- 
cifio coast. In addition to this thirty-six In- 
dian boys and girls were educated from the 
Eastern Cherokes and placed in 
boarding 


schools 
in 
North 
Carolina, 
where 


they are to receive an elementary English 
education and training in industrial pursuits 
The interest shown by Indian parents even 
among the so-called wild triben,in the education 
of bheir children, n very gratifying, and gives 
promise that the results accomplished by the 
efforts now making will be of lasting benefit 
The expenses of Indian education have so far 
been drawn from the permanent civilization 
fund at the disposal of the department of tne 
interior, but the fund is now so much reduced 
that the continuance of this beneficial work 
Will in the future depend on fpicific appropri. 
ations by Congress for the purpose, and I ven- 
ture to express the hope that Congress will not 
permit institutions so fruitful of good -eRults 
to perish for want of means for their support. 
On the contrary, an increase of the number of 
such schools appears to me highly advisable 


The past year has been unusually free from 


disturbance among the I'idian tribes. An 
agreement has been made with the Dtes, by 
which they surrender their large reservation in 
uclorado in consideration of an annuity to ba 
paid to them, and agree to settle on certain 
lands designated tor that purpose, as farmera, 
holding individual title to their land in fee 
simple, inalienable for a certain period 
In 


this way a costly Indian war has been avoided 
which at one time seemed imminent, and for 
the first time in the history of the country an 
Indian nation has given np tribal existence to 
be settled in severally and live as individuals 
under the common protection of the laws of the 
country. The conduct of the Indians throughout 
the country during the past years, with but a 
few noteworthy interruptions, has been order- 
ly and peaceful. 
The guerrilla warfare carried 


on for two years by Victoria and bis band ot 
Southern Apaches has virtually come to an end 
by the death or that ohief and most of his fol- 
lowers on Mexican soil. The disturbances on 
the northern frontier caused by Sitting Bull 
and his men, who had taken refuge in the 
British dominions, are also likely to cease 
A 


large majority of his followers have surren- 
dered to our military and the remainder are 
apparently in progress of disintegration. 


I concur with the secretary of the interior in 


expressing the earnest hope that Congress will 
at this session take favorable action on the 
bill providing for the allotment of iand8 „„ 
different reservations in severally to the In 
d.»nB with patents conferring a fee simple 
title inalienable for a certain period, and the 
eventual disposition of the re-udae of the res 
ervations for general settlement, with the 
consent and for the benefit of the Indians 
placing: the latter under the equal protection 
of the laws of the country. 
This measnre, 


together with a vigorous prosecution of onr 
educational efforts, will work the most im. 
portant and effective advance towards the 
solution of the Indian problem, in preparing 
for the general merging of our Indian poprtla-

EDUCATIONAL. 


Thej commissioner of education reports a 


continued increase of public interest in ednca 
tional affairs, and that the public schools gen- 
erally throughout the country are well sne- 
tained. Industrial training is attracting de- 
served attention, and colleges for instruction 
theoretical and practical, in agriculture and 
tne mechanic arts, including the government 
scbooh recently established for the instruction 
ot Indian youth, are gaining steadily in'pnblio 
estimi tion. 
The commissioner asks special 


attention to the depredations committed on 
the latads reserved for the future support 
of pubae inptitutions and to the very great 
need ojf help from the nation for schools in the 
.territories and in the Southern States. The 
recommendation heretofore made is repeated 
and niteed that an educatbnal fund be set 
apart from the net proceeds of the sales of the 
publid lands; annually, the income of which 
and the remainder of the net annual proceeds' 
to be distributed on some satisfactory plan to 
the States and Territories and the District of 
Columbia. 


The success of the public schools of the Dis- 


trict of Columbia and tbe progress made un- 
der thife intelligent direction of the board of 
education and the superintendent in supplying 
the educational requirements of the district 
with thoroughly trained and effiuient t<v.chers 
is very gratifying.

Thesegreat water wa 
a system of inland transportation, spread like 
a net work over a large portion of the United 
States and navigable to an extent of .many 
thousand miles. Producers and consumers 
alike have a common interest in such uneqalled 
facilities for cheap transportation. Geograph- 
ically, commercially and politically they are 
the strongest tie between the various sections 
of the country. These channels of communi- 
cation and interchange 
are the property of 


the nation. Its jurisdiction is paramount 
over their waters and tjhe plainest principles of 
public interest require their intelligent and 
careful supervision with a view to their pro- 
tection, improvement and the enhancement of 
their usefulness. 


The channel of the Columbia river for a dis- 


tance of about 100 miles from its month is 
obstructed by a succession of 
bars, which 


occasions serious delays in navigation and 
heavy expenses for lightage and towage. A 
depth of at least twenty feet at low tide should 
be scoured and maintained to meet the re- 
quirements of the extensive and growing 
inland and ocean commerce it subserves. The 
urgent need, however, for this gseat water- 
way is a permanent improvement of the chan- 
nel at the month of the river. From Columbia

where kg cabins are impracticable, the 
sod house is made as a substitute. To 
build one, a man goes on to the praine 
with his team and breaking plow, and 
turns a straight, smooth sod some three 
or lour inches thisk.

When sufficient has been turned 
over, the sod is cut into squares and laid 
up in a ^all as though it were flat stones.

Supmftercy of the Dressmaker. 


Mrs. Julia- Ward Howe, in her lecture 


on " Modetn Society," strongly portrays 
the supremacy of the dressmaker of to- 
day.

In the early part of the French Revo- 


lution the prisons of Lyons were filled 
with thousands of unhappy 
victims. 


Seventy-two prisoners who were con- 
demned were thrown into the Cave ot 
Death on the 29th of December, there to 
wait the execution of their sentence. 
This could not be the next day, because 
it was the Decadi. 


One of the prisoners, by the name of 


Porral, only 23 years of age, of a bold 
and ardent spirit,profited by this interval 
to devise a plan of escape. His sisters 
having, by means of a very large bribe, 
ootained access to this abode of horror, 
began to weep around 
him." 


"It is not now a time to weep," said 


he, "it is the moment to arm ourselves 
with resolution and activity, and endeav- 
or to find some way by which we can 
elude our menaced fate. 
Bring me riles, 


a chisel, a turn-screw, and other instru- 
ments; bring wine in abundance; bring 
a poinard, that, if reduced te extremity, 
we may not perish without the means of 
defense. By this grate, which looks into 
the Rue Latond, you can give me these 
things; 1 will be in waiting there the 
whole day to receive Jthem." 


The sisters retired/and in the course of 


the day, at differeat visits, brought a 
variety of tools, twelve fowls and about 
sixty bottles of wine. Porral communi- 
cated his project to tour others, bold and 
active like himself, and the whole busi- 
ness was arranged to his complete satis- 
faction. 


The evening arrived; a general supper 


was proposed: the last, they thought, 
they should ever see. The prisoners sup- 
ped well, and exhorted each other to meet 
their fate the next morning with heroism 
and lortitude. 


At 11 o'clock the associates began their 


labors; one of them was placed as a sen 
tinel next to the door of the cave, armed 
with a poinard, ready to dispatch the 
turnkey, if, at his visit at 2 o'clock in the 
morning, he should appear to suspect 
anything; the others, pulling oft their 
coats, began to make their researches. 


At the extremity of the second cave 


they found a huge door, and on this they 
began their oprations. It was of oak, 
and deuble barred; bv degrees the 
hinges gave way to the file, and the door 
was no longer held by them; but still 
they could not torce it open—it was held 
by something on the other side. A hole 
was made in it with a chisel, and looking 
through, they preceived it was tied with 
a very strong rope to a post at a distance. 


This was a terrible .moment? They 


endeavored in vain to cut the rope with 
the chisel or file, but they could not 
reach it. A piece of wax candle, however, 
was procured; and being lighted aurt 
tied to the end of a stick, they thrust it 
through the hole in tlie door and burnt 
the cord asunder. The door was then 
opened and the adventurers proceeded 
forward. 


This door they found led only to an- 


other vault, which served as a depot for 
confiscated effects and merchandise. And 
among other things was a large trunk 
full, of shirts. They profited by this dis- 
covery to make an exchange of linen; so 
instead of the clean ones which they put 
bn, they lett those which had been worn 
for many weeks. The doors beside that 
at which they had catered, now oflered 
themselves to their choice. They began 
to attack one, but they had scarcely ap- 
plied the file when they "were alarmed by 
^e barking ot a dog from behind 


A general consternation seized the par- 


ty; the work was stopped in an instant. 
Perhaps the door led to the apartments 
of the jailor. This idea recalled to their 
minds that it was now nearly two o'clock 
and the time ot his visit. One ot the par- 
ty returned toward the Cave of Death, to 
see whether all was safe, and so it was 
agreed to suspend their labors until his 
return.

This excited a movement

called the turnkey; they hastened to the I 
cave, perceived what had been done, and 
closing the door by which the prisoner 
had escaped, placed a strong guard be 
fore it. Nasple, who had excited this 
movem^it, was, with three others, taken 
atd executed. Another of the fugitives 
took refuge in the house of a friend, iu 
an obscure street, but he was discovered 
brought back, and guillotined. 


Ft was not thus with Porral, the auth- 


or of the plan. 
He w as the first to come 


forth from the cave. As he passed tre 
sentinel in the court he said: 


"My friend, it rains and snows verv 


hard; were I in your place I would n-"t 
remain out of doors such weather, but 
would go to the fire in the -uard-room M 


Tbe sentinel thimkcd him, and, follow- 


ing his advice, the coast was left more 
clear for tne prisoners. Poiral took rf- 
uge in the house of one who was con- 
sidered a good patriot, an,1 escaped th'^ 
observation of a party of commissioned 
who entered the house. As soon as they 
were gone, he began to think of maim^ 
his way out of the' city as fast asi possf- 
ble. 
When he arrived at the Place Belle- 


Cour he found parties ot the gendeannery 
dispersed everywhere. 
Porral went into 


a house, and, making known who he wa= 
entreated an asylum.

adornments. He prides himself more 
particularly u wn > the economy with 
which he has managed the plumbing and 
sewerage and some other details • of 
the 


establishment.

tious and slv*vy. But in a few months 
the trouble begins, j The windows rattle 
awfully in their sockets, as if afflicted 
with a perpetual aglue; the catches do not 
work; the door 5 sa and the floors bend;

were of the very best breeds. He also 
icgards it as a wast< to spend moriey Up- 
on fertili/.ers, and so goes on, year after 
year, spinning t. le 1 ind and getting oaly 
a scanty crop; (If course expending the 
same amount cjt labor tkat would be 
needed upon th ric lest loam. He adds 
to this labor by [persisting in the use ot 
old,'lfi repit too sand antiquated ploughs, 
looki!,^ with iontimpt upon all our 
modci.i la,bor-siiving machines; and then 
wonders that, with ill his economy and 
painstaking, he is gi owing-poorer all the 
while.

The parson 
feels himself obligeti to "ask for a dis- 
missing," and a cheaper man is readily 
found—as, unfortunately,'cheap men are 
somewhat plentiful in the clerical pro- 
fession—with what result it is hardly 
necessary to say. Dilapidated preaching, 
dilapidated music, a dilapidated congre- 
gation, tell the whole story. The grog- 
shop flourishes, while the school and the 
church decline; and in the end it costs 
ten-fold more to retain and punish the 
vicious and criminal tnan it would to 
have kept the school and the church up 
to the right mark. 


Every thing in and about the village 


soon begins to show marks of decay. 
The roads are neglected,the old cemetery 
is overrun with brambles, the common, 
where the children used to play, is con- 
verted into a cow pasture—the trees and 
flowers and green-sward all sacrificed for 
the sake of a few dollars rental. 


It is not strange that the village ot 


Blundersham,with all its false economies, 
should be as you find it to-day,—collaps- 
ing? dying ot retrenchment. No young 
man of enterprise will stay there, and no 
respectable young woman, if she can find 
a home anywhere else. Most ot the peo- 
ple have given up taking any newspaper, 
which is one of the surest signs of a re- 
turn to barbarism.—Ledger.

, (Continuedfrom first Pagq.) 


elemenjl of inconvenience in it lie re- 
ferred in the position of Southern Minne- 
nesotaj and called attention to! the fact 
that the people of that section, like those 
of Southern Dakota, sell their grain and 
buy tbjiir goods in Chicago. 
(VVith the 


extension ol'railroads and the settlement, 
'of the country, central points for trade 
would 'spring up. This was an Agricultu- 
ral coulntry, and portions of it. must be 
sparseljy settled, and more territory was re- 
quired to accommodate a given number 
of people than in the states engaged 
largely in manufacturing and in com- 
merce., In greai states the burdens are 
less. Greater and more important public 
enterprises or institutions can be carried 
on or maintained at a lower rate of taxa- 
tion, and state pride be stimulated at any 
cost. He referred to New York 
anil 


Pennsylvania, both great in all the ele- 
ments that make sta\cs respectable. But 
he did not. wish to be captious about this 
mattcii, and expressed a belief that it Da- 
kota was admitted as a whole, the time 
would soon come when all would rejoice 
tl>at it was .-o admitted, and be proud of 
their magnificent state. 


JUDGE CAMPBELL'S IDEA. 


Judge Hugh Campbell had supposed 


that the sentiment for division was unan- 
imous, lie had traveled over all portions 
ot the territory, and found that all with 
whom he had talked favoied division. He 
recognized in the territory three separate 
communities having no common inter- 
ests, each having all of the elements nec- 
essary to make & great state. The terri- 
tory was large enough forl three like Ohio 
or Illinois. lie spoke of the magnificent 
wheat fields of North Dakota, and of its 
hardy and energetic people; of the min- 
eral resources of the Black Hills, and «f 
its streams of pure water an'd fertile val- 
leys entirely biirrounding the IliUs, while 
Southeastern Dakota being too cold for 
corn and too watm fur wheat, would en- 
joy largely in grazing and kindred pur- 
suits. 


As to the argument in favor of great 


states, he knew of no state where there 
had lieeu to much extravagance and cor- 
ruption as m the state of New York. He 
knew of no state so thoroughly controlled 
by one interest or one famfly as the great 
state of Pennsylvania.

de Tocqucville that the township slalom

WONDERFUL GAME OF BALL 


Those persona who Lad the honor o: 


my acquaintance ten years ago, will re 
call that I was quite an adept in the na- 
tional game of baseball. I pitched for 
the Stromboli club—a fair underhanc 
pitch—for several games; but about that 
time the fashion.ol curving and under 
iiand throwing came in fashion. 


I never believed it possible for any 


human being to send a regular body— 
such as a baseball—from his hand in 
such a fashion as to make it turn to 
the right or left. When the boys began 
to tell their wonderful stories about it, ] 
said loftily that it was centrary to the 
law of mechanics, and, with a view of si- 
lencing these piesumptuous youngsters, 
I wrote to the Scientific American, and 
submitted the question to that authori- 
tative journal. It answered, in effect, 
that it was a ridiculous absurdity for any 
person to make such a claim. 


This, however, did not silence my 


friends. They said they had seen it done. 
Cummings, the professional, could do it 
with ease, though that was about the 
extent of his capacity on the field. 


Then I was told that Mann, of the 


Princeton college nine had, acquired the 
art; but I only laughed, until one day 
I witnessed a game between the College 
nine and the New Haven professionals. 
I placed myself behind the board-fence 
back of the catcher, and watched 


That settled it. Mann did it contin- 


ally. I saw the ball, as it left his hand, 
make such a decided turn to one side 
that it actually went around the end of 
the bat, and the player, who was confident 
of making a home run, didn't come with- 
in six inches of the cube. 


Even the veteran Gould, once of the fa- 


mous old Ked Stockings, after instruct- 
ing his men how the thing was dene, 
stepped up to the plate, and banged 
away eight times during the game, with- 
out corning anywhere near the ball. 


I immediately reversed my opinions,as 


did the Scientific American, ana also Pro- 
fessor Swift, ot Rochester, wbo went out 
on the ball-field and saw the ball pitched 
squarely around the end of a board. 


I think it was a good time for us all to 


patch up our theories. 


I asked Mann how he did the trick, 


and he said that he curved the ball acci- 
dentally one day, while practicing in the 
gymnasium, and showed me how he held 
the ball. 


But I could never acquire the knack, 


and resigned my position as pitcher for 
the Strombfths. and was succeeded by an 
ambitious young gentleman, who nearly 
snapped his head off every time he pitch- 
ed the ball. 


Shortly after, I became sensible of an 


increasing tendency to corpulency on my 
part, doubtless inherited from my father, 
who weighed an eighth of a ton. 


My weight steadily increased, until I 


now tip the scales at 220, and am still 
rising. 


I was always fond ot witnessing the 


game, and used to go out to the Athletic
